The new San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Water District was cre¬ 
ated yesterday by a better 
than 2 to 1 vote in four cities. 
The total vote was 4,963 in 
favor to 2,303 opposed. 

Sierra Madre voted 451 to 
146. Azusa okeyod tlie meas¬ 
ure 410 to 103, and Monterey 
Park approved by the largest 
percentage, 1,458 to 144. 

In Alhambra, where one 
city councilman was against 
the proposition, the v'ote was 
a close 2,614 in favor to 2,303 
opposed. 

ELECTED A district direc¬ 
tor from Sierra Madre was 
David S. Wood, former city 
councilman and mayor, who 
was unopposed. 

In the only contested race 
for directorship, John C. 
Norby polled 803 votes to 
Bruce Guess’ 350 in Monterey 
Park Division No. 3. 

Joining Norby on the board 
will be Arlin E. Stockburger, 
Division 1, Alhambra; John 
W. Clay, Division 2, Alham¬ 
bra; David Wood, Division 4, 
Sierra Madre, and Cornelius 
S. Reed, Division 5, Azusa. 

THE NEW water district is 
separate from another one 
currently known as the Up¬ 
per San Gabriel Valley Water 
District, which includes a 
much larger areS with a 
total population of more than 
500,000. 

The four-city district, with 
a population of about 100,- 
000, was formed primarily as 
a means of keeping out of 
the Upper San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley District and the Metro¬ 
politan Water District. 

The newly created district 
will enable the four cities to 
control their own destiny in 
the struggle for water, ac¬ 
cording to Louis G. Memme- 
sheimer, mayor of Azusa.

Baldwin, .39 per cent of the 
residents have reported trou¬ 
ble in the past few years 
with their eessiiools and with 
S('wage backing up into bath¬ 
tubs and sinks. 

In the Mountain Trail dis¬ 
trict, 48 ])er cent reportI'd 
trouble. In the third district, 
a large one between Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Grand Vi('W, 
from Baldwin to Michillinda, 
14 per cent of the lesidents 
comjilained of difficulties. 

Although the city has a 
master plan for the installa¬ 
tion of sewers, the Council 
has procec'ded cautiously 
since it is believed the city 
will suffer a loss in water if 
•sewers are put in through¬ 
out .Sierra Madre. 

CITY ADMINISTRATOR 

Lawrence C. Bevington said 
the water loss is estimated 
at 20 per cent. Water in sew¬ 
ers, of coui’se, flows into the 
ocean and is lost, while cess- 
jiool water seeps through the 
ground a n d eventually is 
stored in the Raymond Basin. 

'riio County H(»alth Depart¬ 
ment, therefore, is expected 
to determine those areas in 
which sewers are badly 
needed.

Caltech 
Gets New 
Air Lab 

A new aeronautics labora¬ 
tory building for Caltech has 
been assured by a grant of 
$1,050,000 froxn the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. 

The new five-story build¬ 
ing will make possible a ma¬ 
jor expansion of Caltech’s 
already extensive and noted 
aeronautics program. Caltech 
today is the nation’s chief 
producer of advanced-degree 
aeronautical scientists and 
engineers. 

THE NEW laboratory will 
be devoted chiefly to studies 
of design criteria for solid 
propellants for missiles, rock¬ 
ets and space vehicles; flow 
problems at hypersonic 
speeds, heat transfer and 
theoretical fluid mechanics. 

The laboratory will house 
advanced research equipment 
including plasma jets, shock 
tubes, electric-arc wind tun¬ 
nels, and hypersonic tunnels 
operating at ispeeds equiva¬ 
lent to 12,400 miles per hour. 

In addition to working lab¬ 
oratory space, the new build¬ 
ing will provide offices, 
classrooms, lecture rooms 
and facilities for abput 100 
graduate students, most of 
whom will be doing original 
research in the field. 

THE BUILDING will be 
called the Firestone Aero¬ 
nautical Research Labora- 
■ tory. The gift for its con- 
stuction was presented to 
Caltech by Leonard K. Fire¬ 
stone, on behalf of the board 
of directors. 

He said: 

“Active participation and 
financial support by indus¬ 
try in the field of higher 
learning is mandatory. Cal¬ 
tech is acknowledged to be 
one of the world’s outstand¬ 
ing sclent’T'c institutes. Its 
achievements are a major 
contribution to national de¬ 
fense and the future well¬ 
being of our country.” 

Dr. L. A. DuBxddge, Cal¬ 
tech’s president, accepted 
and announced the gift.

The Bonelli Plan 

A call to arms has been sounded by Frank G. 
Bonelli, chairman of the Board of Supervisors, in 
the battle between northern and southern California 
for control of state government. 

For years and years, Los Angeles stood mutely 
by while its pet projects were slaughtered in Sacra¬ 
mento, Southland motorists uncomplainingly paid 
gas taxes to build superhighways to hamlets while 
their own freeways suffered. Southern officials went 
on bended knees for favors from northern state sen¬ 
ators with few constituents but almost unlimited 
power. 

The situation is simply one of arithmetic. Los 
Angeles County has 5,850,000 of the estimated 
14,750,000 persons living in California. Yet it has 
only one vote out of 40 in the State Senate. 

LOS ANGELES tried to offset this by stepping 
up its lobbying program. County Supervisors soon 
found that a handful of civil servants, no matter 
how skilled, were no match for the special interest 
groups with friends in the “cow counties.” 

Chairman Bonelli is a man not easily stirred to 
political anger. However, he is furious over the 
treatment Los Angeles is receiving in Sacramento, 
and is now determined to lead a drive for an initia¬ 
tive to reapportion the State Senate. Other super¬ 
visors seem to be enthusiastically supporting the 
idea. 

There are plenty of special interests not only 
in northern California but in Los Angeles, too, that 
support the “cow county” domination. These groups 
have found it is much easier to get a vote on’legis¬ 
lation from a man with 20,000 constituents than 
one with 200,000 or 2,000,000. A $1,000 campaign 
contribution goes a lot farther in Lassen than in 
Los Angeles. 

AS A RESULT, Sacramento has become largely 
a government of lobbyists. Hundreds of “legisla¬ 
tive advocates ’ converge on the state capitol each 
session to plead the cause of big corporations, pub¬ 
lic utilities, labor unions, churches, oilmen, morti¬ 
cians, chiropractors, lawyers, doctors, liquor manu¬ 
facturers, teachers, old people, or boat builders. They 
woo lawmakers in the corridors, over the lunch table, 
and at hotel room cocktail parties.

PABLUM FOR THE PUB¬ 
LIC —Hypocrisy in high pla¬ 
ces is nothing unusual and 
the inclination of the press 
corps to pretty everything 
up where Big names are in¬ 
volved is also commonplace 
here in the Capital. But this 
week the ancient habit of 
kidding some of the people 
most of the time has been 
carried about as far as it 
can go. 

Take the following epi¬

A. (The President)—My¬ 
self? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. Well, I suppo.se there 
are certain phases of a se¬ 
gregation, you arc talking 
about, I suppo.se segregation 
by local laws— 

Q. In public facilities, 

A. (The President contin- 
uingJ—In other words tliat 
interfere with the citizens’ 
equality of opportunity in 
both the economic and poli¬ 
tical fields? 


Q. Yes. sir. 

A. I think, to that ex¬ 
tent, that is morally wrong, 


HIGH INTEREST AND IN- 
FLATION —If you think the 
Pre.sidcnt's remark.'^ hardly 
sounded like a man afire 
with indignation over segre¬ 
gation you would be right. 
He could barely bring him¬ 
self to discuss the subject 
and he seemed upset that 
Reporter Lawrence, a clo.se 
friend, should have boon the’ 
one to ask it. 

But if this episode was 
played out of all proportion, 
another example of hypo¬ 
crisy in high [ilacos has 
barely been mentioned in 
the jircss.

The fight over high inter¬ 
est rates is a classic exam¬ 
ple of the double-stanriard 
in American iiolitics. The 
President, as till know, has 
month after month talked 
about reducing the cost of 
government. Now he sud¬ 
denly wants to rai.se the cei¬ 
ling on the interest paid on 
1 ) o n d s , purcba.scfl by the 
largo commercial b a n k s . 
'riiis is a real “Budget-bus- 
tcr.” The liigbcr rate, of 
course, comes riglit out of 
the taxpayers' pocket and it 
costs billions.

BUT WE ARE told—there 
is an important tlicory in¬ 
volved. It is that keeping in¬ 
terest rates high would have 
the effect of making money 
“tight” in the marketplace. 


People, it is argued, would 
then not buy foolishly. 

But at the very moment 
the Administration is en¬ 
gaged in propagandizing for 
a tighter money policy, it is 
also working behind the 
scenes for a plan to permit 
the big banks to reduce tlie 
amount of reserves they 
must keep on hand to meet 
depositor demands. 

In other w'ords, a bank 
that now keeps $2 in its 
vaults for every $10 it ha.s 
outstanding, might now 
keep only $1. The result Ls 
to free an extra dollar’s 
worth of credit for lending. 
But the question becomes: 
At what rate of interest? 

The Administration (and 
lots of conservative Demo¬ 
crats, too) favor increasing 
the interest cost to the cus¬ 
tomer who is borrowing from 
his banker. And the same 
customer, as a taxpayer, i.s 
also pa.ssing along higher 
interest rates to the banker 
when the banker “lends” 
money to the government. 
So you get it coming and 
going.

Thurman Sensing of Nasti- 
ville, Tenn., a student and 
critic of the federal bureau¬ 
cracy and an .astute politi¬ 
cal observer, describes fed¬ 
eral aid thusly: “Federal 
aid is. in effect, the federal 
government saying to tlie 
states: ‘The people in your 
states need some ^id. So we 
are going to tax them, bring 
the money to Washington, 
deduct the expenses of ad¬ 
ministering the aid, and 
then provide the aid they 
need with their own money.’ 

"It is as if a doctor said 
to his patient: “You need a 
blood transfu.sion. I am go¬ 
ing to take some blood out 
of your left arm; I am go¬ 
ing to put it back in your 
right arm. I will spill some 
in the process, but I am go¬ 
ing to give you a blood 
transfusion with your own 
Stood.” 

FEDERAL AID to state 
and local governments lias 
become a major factor in the 
financing of public func¬ 
tions. Rudiments of the 
present practice date back 
to the War between the 
States, with the enactment 
of the Morrill Act which es¬ 
tablished land - grant col¬ 
leges and which instituted 
certain federally required 
minimum standards charac¬ 
teristic of current grant-in- 
aid programs. (Perhaps it is 
ironic, in view of current de¬ 
bate regarding aid-to-educa- 
tion, the first federal aid 
program was for education 
and carried with it federal 
controls.) 

Federal aid was later ini¬ 
tiated for agriculture, high¬ 
ways, vocational training 
and rehabilitation, forestry, 
and public health. In the 
depression years, it was ex¬ 
tended to provide jobs and 
other .social welfare needs.

Area Traffic 
Toll Climbs 
3 Per Cent 


A 3 per cent increase in 
traffic fatalities in Southern 
California for the first half 
of 1959 was reported by the 
Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 

According to the Pasadena 
Police Department nine per¬ 
sons wore killed in traffic 
accidents in the first half of 
this year as opposed to sev'en 
last year at this time. 

There were no fatal acci¬ 
dents in Sierra Madre during 
this period. 

INJURY IN traffic acci¬ 
dents in the Pasadena area 
also increased over last 
year. In the first half of this 
year 793 persons were in¬ 
jured in traffic accidents, 
whereas 571 persons were in¬ 
jured last year at this time. 

In the Pasadena area 1,707 
accidents were reported this 
year and 1,689 last year. 

Highway deaths in the 18 
Southern Califorina counties 
totaled 984, an increase of 
,30 from the 1958 first half 
toll of 954. Los Angeles 
County suffered 399 traffic 
deaths during the first half 
of this year, a 3.5 per cent 
decrease from last year’s 
first half figure. 

The Pasadena freeway 
took 5 per cent of freeway 
fatalities and the San Ber¬ 
nardino freeway took 18 per 
cent.

t 'VERV community has a ‘Best 
■' fisherman” — the fellow who 
always brings something back 
Quite often, this fellow will show 
up at the general store or spoct 
mg goods shop with a limit catch, 
just at the time" everybody else is 
fussing about the fact that they 
just "ain’t biting." 

Some pass it oil as "luck,” but 
there is little luck involved. .Any¬ 
body can get lucky, of course, and 
by being in the right place, at the 
right time, svith the proper bait, 
“load the boat" with fish. But the 
fellow who does it consistently, in 
all types of weather and under all 
conditions has something more on 
his side than luck. 

His first asset, probably, is a 
thorough knowledge of the water 
he fishes. He knows where the fish 
will be when the water tempera¬ 
ture is a certain degree, or where 
they W'ill feed when the water is 
rising or falling. 

The expert angler catches fish 
because he knows where to fish— 
or, if he happens to be in strange 
yvaters, he “scouts around” until 
he finds the right spot. Fish aren't 
everywhere in a lake or stream, 
especially If it is a big body of 
water. The trick is to find them. 

An outboard motor is essentiai 
when fishing big water. If provides 
the -speed and maneuverability the 
fisherman needs to get from one 
likely spot to another. Take crap- 
pie fishing in the South, for in- 
.stance. The first order of business 
is to find a good crappie "bed,” 
Quite often a fisherman will dunk 
his minnow here and there for two 
or three hours before he finally lo¬ 
cates the “bed.” Then, it is not 
unusual for him to catch his limit 
in less than an hour. He covered 
a lot of territory to find the right 
spot, but It was worth it—and it 
was much easier because he could 
crank up the outboard and move 
on when one locality failed to pro¬ 
duce.

prepared with X-ray opaque 
markers in them. 

Q.—Arc all brain tumors 


fatal?—F.B. 

A. —No. The percentage of 
harmle.ss (benignl tumors 
of the brain almost equals 
that of malignant, or can¬ 
cerous, tumors. Such local¬ 
ized benign tumors may 
often b(v removed by opera¬ 
tion witli few, if any, unde¬ 
sirable after-effects. These 
tumors may press ui»n the 
brain substance, causing 
.symptoms without actually 
invading it. and do not recur 
after removal. 

Malignant tumors, how¬ 
ever. invade the actual 
structure of the brain so that 
total removal is unlikely. 
But oven these patients may 
be improved by operation at 
limes and often improve to 
the itoint of leading a gain¬ 
ful life. 

Q. _Why is low biod pres- 

1 sure seldom discus.scd? Isn t 


it dangerous?—R.C. 

A. —Low blood pressure in 
itself seldom is dangerous. 
Most people with it can be 
happy they have it. 

There are certain diseases, 
such as Addison’s disease, in 
which low blood pressure is 
one of the symptoms, but 
they are comparatively rare. 
One of the mechanical 
causes of low blood pressure 
is a slower-than-normal re¬ 
action of tile blood vessels 
to changes in demands of 
the body. 

Blood vessels constrict or 
expand in response to vary¬ 
ing needs of exerci.se or sud¬ 
den movement in order to 
eompensate for shifts in vol¬ 
ume. Persons with low blood 
pressure may find a dizzi¬ 


ness or fainting spell occur¬ 
ring when they rise sudden¬ 
ly from a reclining position. 

This is due to the fact that 
nerves which supply the 
blood vessels do not act 
quickly and smoothly 
enough to overcome the ef¬ 
fect of gravity and there is 
a momentary decrease of 
blood to the brain. 

Q.—If a person has gall- 
stones, but doesn’t have 
any trouble, should the gall 
bladder be removed?—S.F.

The Answer to 
**No Fix, No Pay** 
Service Calls 

To begin with remember 
the old saying and very true 
saying that “you never get 
anything for nothing.” These 
people imply that you get 
something for nothing and 
this is misleading for that is 
not what it means. A service 
shop in order to operate to 
your benefit requires outside 
men to repair minor troubles 
in the home and a service 
shop to repair major troubles 
in the shop. 

Either way the set will be 
fixed. Any shop worth their 
salt can fix any set therefore 
the “no fix, no pay” will not 
apply for the service man 
can fix the set. They try to 
imply that if the customer 
does not want the set fixed 
there will be no charge but 
this is not the case. The cus¬ 
tomer has to pay for the call 
if the customer refuses to let 
the service man fix the set 
even if it has to be brought 
into the shop. Your service 
calls that are much less than 
average are what they call 
“door openers” which means 
a way to get into your house 
and get to your set. 

The total bill in the end 
will in the vast majority of 
the cases be much more than 
if you called a service man 
who charges a normal serv¬ 
ice charge. The service man 
has to charge an amount to 
cover his expenses and if ho 
does not he has to make it up 
some other way. If he makes 
it up some other way he has 
to what you call “play under 
the table.” 

If he does this on a service 
call what will he do in the 
shop? The vast majority of 
the service men are honest 
and will in most cases give 
you a better job than they 
charge for but a few make 
it hard on all of them. Do 
you know any service men 
who own a swimming pool 
or any of the other luxuries 
of this category? I doubt it. 

The Better Business Bureau 
states that the vast majority 
of the complaints received 
from them are from those 
who charge less than the nor¬ 
mal rates for service charge 
or us es w hat we call “bait 
advertising.” The television 
business is no different from 
any other type of business in 
that the television man must 
make a profit to stay in busi¬ 
ness and he has to charge a 
rate to enable him to do this 
fairly without hiding his 
charges or misrepresenting 
himself, so patronize this 
man and he will give you a 
fair shake. 

If you do not have a regu¬ 
lar man for your service and 
you want a fair repair at fair 
prices that are aboveboard 
call this associated dealer ...
